Introduction 


In short, the program is a general determination 
which reflects the general aspirations and interests of 
the people, as well as the needs of each stratum. In as 
much as it sets out clear aims that are in harmony with 
the general interests of the people, an exact evaluation 
of the stage and a convincing prediction of the 
development of the struggle, this will broaden the 
circle of those who adopt and defend the program. 

Hence, the program in its capacity as a «general 
affirmation» must be carried out, and it is considered 
an extremely important document. It defines the 
thinking on which the party is based. It pinpoints the 
general aims which have been set and the relation 
between the present and strategic struggle. It defines 
the nature of the stage, its contradictions, forces and 
methods of struggle, the nature of the enemy and the 
alliances which make it possible to achieve victory.
